Number 2 son Dougie runs out at 
Twickenham with the Northampton 
School for Boys U18s in the final of the 
Natwest Schools Vase. 

Dougie is in a hotel near the ground 
with the rest of the squad. They have 
been issued with new kit (sources close 
to the team suggest: “Courtney Lawes 
has done us a solid with Adidas”). 

Dougie is about as excited as six-foot of 
16-year-old prop forward can be. He 
might start on the bench because he has 
had to battle back from a nasty ankle 
injury. So be it. We will cheer him on 
there. He is all about the team and he is 
grateful just to have made it into the 
squad. 

His older brother Jed loves rugby and 
he didn’t make the cut this time, but he 
will be on one of the nine NSB coaches 
going down to watch. As is his younger 
brother Billy, who is learning the art of 
the Full Back. 

What you see as a parent, through it all, 
is the complicated way they support

brotherhood between

each other. Sometimes it’s criticism, 
sometimes it’s mickey taking and some¬ 
times it’s unconditional brotherhood - 
between brothers, team mates and 
schoolmates.

The cafe serving up junk food 


H&P reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER 
finds out more about a cafe 
selling food destined for landfill 



A lunchtime snack made out 
of food destined for landfill 
may not sound very appetis¬ 
ing, but a ‘junk food cafe’ is 
proving the opposite. 

Elsie’s Cafe, located in the 
Labour Club in Charles 
Street, Northampton, serves 
up meals made from ingre¬ 
dients deemed either 
damaged or past their sell- 
by date by supermarkets and 
restaurants. 

The cafe - part of the Real 
Junk Food Project which has 
seen eateries spring up in 
more than 40 destinations in 
the UK - also asks customers 
to ‘pay-as-they-feel’, whether 
it be lp, £10, or the offer of 
washing up the pots. 

And to highlight its success 

- already proven by the 60 
customers who visit the cafe 
every day, compared to the 
14 who turned up on day one 

- the co-owner of Elsie’s was 
last month named 
Northampton’s most inspi¬ 
rational woman of the year. 

But despite being awarded 
the honour at the Guildhall 
in Northampton - a year 


after the cafe first opened - 
following a public vote, 
Shena Cooper is keen not to 
take all the credit. 

Instead, she would rather 
focus on doing what she 
does best - rescuing food 
from ending up in the bins. 
And even since setting up 
Fruitful Abundance, a Crick- 
based volunteer group 
which runs the cafe and 
aims to encourage people to 
stop wasting food, she has 
been doing just that. 

“It’s going really well, we 
are rescuing almost half a 
tonne of food every week - 
so that’s excellent,” Shena 
said. 

“And we throw very little 
away, which is important. 

“We are serving between 
30 and 60 people a day now - 
which is a lot more than we 
had on our first day, which 
was around 14 customers. 
And we are also doing pop 
up cafes. 

“So yes, it is going fantastic 
- and going into work in the 
morning makes me feel 
happy. 


“The atmosphere in the 
cafe is wonderful. It is a bit 
like a party every day! 

“I really enjoy doing it.” 

Asked how the idea of a 
junk food cafe works, Shena 
says Elsie’s cafe has a strong 
list of 20 suppliers - includ¬ 
ing Waitrose supermarket in 
Kingsthorpe, butchers and 
warehouses - which offer 
unwanted food for her to 
collect. 

And as Shena explains: 
“Unwanted food could mean 
sliced bread in a bag where 
the tie on the end has come 
loose, or a packet of biscuits 


where the end has been 
crushed to bits, or even a tin 
of soup which has a dent in 
it.” 

Once delivered to the cafe’s 
kitchen, a team of volunteers 
then turn the ingredients 
into ‘beautiful food’ - from 
cakes and biscuits, through 
to soups and hot dinners. 

But despite the proven 
success of Elsie’s Cafe, Shena 
admits there will still be 
doubters. 

“What I would say to those 
doubters is there are 150 
cafes out there that are all 
serving unwanted food, and 


so far nobody has had any 
complaints about the food, it 
has been well received. 

“All the cafes are also 
either rated four or five by 
the Food Hygiene Agency. 

“So I would like to encour¬ 
age everybody to eat with us 
because if they do, it will 
make the food industry 
reform itself - it will make it 
look at itself, look at things 
that are going on which are 
not ethical, practical or sus¬ 
tainable. 

“At the end of the day, it 
will make the world a better 
place.”

James Collins says he ‘can¬ 
not apologise enough’ after 
he was photographed uri¬ 
nating into a pint glass and 
throwing the contents over a 
balcony at Cheltenham 
Races. 

The 25-year-old, who is on 
loan at Sixfields from 
Shrewsbury Town, was fined 
two weeks’ wages by the 
Cobblers yesterday and 
warned about future conduct 
following Tuesday’s incident. 

Collins had been at the fes¬ 
tival with other footballers,

including MK Dons midfield¬ 
er Samir Carruthers, who was 
also caught in the act. 

Collins said: “I cannot apol¬ 
ogise enough for my actions. I 
have completely let myself, 
my family, the fans, and the 
two clubs that I represent 
down and I am sorry to every¬ 
one involved. 


“My actions are not excusa¬ 
ble and whilst the pictures 
are rather misleading in that 
there were not people below 
this balcony and it was only a 
grassed area there is still no 
defence to what happened.” 

Chairman of the club, 
Kelvin Thomas, said: “James 
knows full well of our disap¬ 
pointment in him and fully 
accepts that his actions have 
damaged the reputation of 
the two clubs and football in 
general. 

“We feel that he has taken 
ownership of his actions and 
is truly sorry for what he has 
done.”

Zac dies after 
cancer battle

A young man who 
touched the hearts of 
thousands with the 
heartbreaking story of 
his battle with two can¬ 
cers has passed away. 

Zac Forskitt, 20, of 
Abington Vale, was diag¬ 
nosed with two forms of 
the disease last 
September - a tumour on 
his chest and a rare form 
of leukaemia. 

But rather than letting 
the devastating news get 
him down, Zac ‘contin¬ 
ued to smile’, and 
inspired his family to 
kick-start a campaign to 
raise awareness of his 
condition - which they 
called ‘BacZac’. Since 


then, people all over the 
world helped to raise 
thousands of pounds for 
his family, including his 
former rugby team¬ 
mates at Northampton 
School for Boys (NSB) 
and Old Northampton- 
ians. 

But despite fighting on, 
Zac’s dad, Jason, 
announced over the 
weekend that his son had 
become ‘critical’ in 
Nottingham City 
Hospital, and urged 
people to ‘say a prayer or 
send love’. 

And on Sunday night, 
Jason shared the devas¬ 
tating news that Zac’s 
battle had come to an 
end. 

Floods of tributes then 
followed, including the 


following statement on 
the #BacZac Facebook 
page: “The family have 
been overwhelmed by 
your messages of support 
and the love that you 
have shown them over 
the last few months. 

“Our thoughts and 
prayers go to Jason, 
Helen and Beth - Zac 
inspired so many of us 
and his bravery and 
courage will stay with us 
forever.” 

Zac’s former rugby 
team at NSB also added 
their voice to the tributes 
in a squad photo on 
Tuesday, ahead of their 
big match in the NatWest 
Schools Cup Vase com¬ 
petition - in which they 
sported shorts with 
‘BacZac’ on them. 


New searches for missing teenager 


Police officers this week 
started new searches for a 
teenager they believe was 
murdered after going miss¬ 
ing from her care home 16 
years ago. 

Sarah Benford, who would 
have turned 30 this week¬ 
end, has not been seen 
since April 2000 and her 
disappearance has been 
treated as a murder investi¬ 
gation since 2003. 

Sarah ( pictured) was just 
14 when she went missing 
and with her birthday com¬ 
ing on Saturday, her family 
remain hopeful for some 
information that will help 
solve the mystery of her 
disappearance. 

Sarah’s mum, Vicky, said: 
“My daughter should be 
celebrating her birthday this 



week. She has a brother and 
sister who miss her every 
day and we all need to know 
what has happened to her. 

“I have spent the last 16 
years wondering where she 
is. As a family we are look¬ 
ing for closure around her 
disappearance and some¬ 
body must know some¬ 


thing.” Sarah, who lived with 
her family in Kettering, was 
a ‘troubled teenager’ who 
had a history of running 
away and had spent some 
time in care at Welford 
House in Northampton. 

The last confirmed sighting 
of her since her disappear¬ 
ance was by her mother two 
days later in Kettering. 

Police believe Sarah may 
have been murdered in the 
early days of her disappear¬ 
ance. 

Since launching the 
murder investigation officers 
have pursued more than 
5,000 lines of enquiry, taken 
664 statements and collated 
more than 1,000 reports. 

This week’s searches 
started in some woodlands 
in Warkton, near Kettering.

Helper pays price 
for stopping fight

A Good Samaritan was left with horrific 
facial injuries after being knocked uncon¬ 
scious by a man while trying to break up a 
fight. 

Amy Langford, 21, from Duston, was forced 
to take two weeks unpaid leave from Boots - 
where she works as a delivery driver - after the 
attack outside The Old Bank pub in 
Northampton town centre last month. 

The former Duston School student had been 
out with friends on the night of Saturday, 
February 20 when she saw a fight between two 
girls outside the pub. 

Although she thought nothing of it at first, 
she then recognised an old school friend run¬ 
ning over to try to break up the brawl so she 
also rushed over to try to pull her friend out. 

But while trying to play the Good Samaritan, 
a man ran over and allegedly punched Amy in 
the face, before striking another blow to her 
head - knocking her unconscious. 

Eventually coming round five minutes later, 
Amy found herself surrounded by friends and 
passers-by checking she was alright - before 


being rushed to A&E at Northampton General 
Hospital in a police riot van. 

When Amy arrived at hospital she had a CT 
scan and was monitored for three hours 
before being allowed to go home. 

She was told she had suffered severe whip¬ 
lash and major concussion, as well as bruis¬ 
ing. 

And in the days that followed, a lump above 
her left eye ballooned to the size of a golf ball. 

Despite returning to work last week, Amy 
admits she still doesn’t feel 100 per cent, and 
has a lingering headache, along with the lump 
above her eye which is being checked again by 
a doctor. 

Looking back on the night she was attacked, 
Amy told the Northants Herald & Post: “I’m 
just shocked to be honest. 

“It puts a lump in my throat when I see the 
pictures of myself. 

“I wouldn’t wish it on my worst enemy. 

And asked whether the attack had put her off 
going into the town centre at night, she 
replied: “Yes, definitely. 

“I even feel like I’m looking over my 
shoulder when I walk my dog, let alone going 
to town.” 


Egyptian ambassador launches new Sekhemka plan 


A 4,500-year-old statue sold 
by Northampton Borough 
Council for £15.8 million 
could stay in the UK after the 
Egyptian ambassador to 
Britain mounted a last ditch 
attempt to buy it. 

The Sekhemka statue was 
sold in 2014 to part fund the 
£14m expansion of the 


Northampton Museum and 
Art Gallery. 

But last year Culture 
Minister Ed Vaizey put a tem¬ 
porary export ban on 
Sekhemka to give a group 
until March 29 to raise funds 
to buy it and prevent it from 
leaving the country. 

And this week, it was 


announced by the Egyptian 
ambassador to Britain, 
Nasser Kamel, that his coun¬ 
try wants to save the statue 
for shared UK and Egyptian 
display. 

The statue is considered to 
be the finest example of its 
kind in existence in the world 
today.

Floods bring back

For some Northampton- 
ians, last week’s floods felt a 
little ‘too close for comfort’. 

The image of towns and 
villages submerged in dirty 
water looked familiar. 

The sound of a radio 
presenter reading out a 
flood warning for the River 
Nene struck a chord. 

And the feel of water gush¬ 
ing around a person’s 
Wellington boots was like a 
squelchy step back in time. 

But by Thursday morning 
of last week, the memories 
of the 1998 Easter Floods 
had receded, along with the 
four weeks of rainfall which 
fell on the county 24 hours 
earlier. 

When the River Nene burst 
its banks on Good Friday in 
April, 18 years ago, the result 
was catastrophic. 

Two people died, more

than 150 were injured and 
more than 2,000 homes in 
Northampton alone were 
flooded. 

But despite the echoes of 
that nightmare day, last 
Wednesday’s flood weren’t 
as bad. 

Since 1998, the flood 
defences 
built in the 
aftermath of 
the floods - 
have provid¬ 
ed much of 
the county 
with protec¬ 
tion. 

However, 
some areas 
were still 


affected by last week’s 
downpours, such as 
Towcester - parts of which 
were submerged in water - 
and Yelvertoft village, which 
saw homes and businesses 
flooded. 

The fire service also had to 
be called out to areas of the 
county to rescue stranded 
drivers, while schools were 
closed and trains were 
cancelled. 

But in comparison to 1998 
- last week was only a little 
echo. Although, like the 
Nicholas and Steele antiques 
shop in Cottesbrooke said in 
a Twitter post: “No more 
rain please. That felt too 
close for comfort.”

I do really miss her, 
like any dad would -1 just 
want my daughter home. 

“I have also got some sad 
news for her - her mum, 
grandad and uncle have all 
passed away. 

“But yes, I am confident 
she will be back home one 
day. I think she is still living 
in Northants.” 

Jaime, who grew up with 
her parents Eric and Barbara 
in Wellingborough, was 
popular in and out of school. 

She also made a number of 
friends who were part of the 
traveller communities in the 
county and often travelled 
to and from Grimsby to see 
friends. 

On one of the nights she 


was staying round her 
friend’s house, police believe 
she became involved in an 
argument and left the 
address. She never returned. 

The last confirmed sight¬ 
ing of Jaime was on 
November 2,1993, when she 
made a benefit claim in the 
Lincolnshire town. And in 
the years that followed there 
were several sightings - in 
Wellingborough. 

In January 1994, a security 
guard in Swansgate shop¬ 
ping centre said he had 
chatted to Jaime, not know¬ 
ing she was a missing per¬ 


son. And in 1996, one of 
Eric’s workmates told him he 
saw Jaime leaving the for¬ 
mer Leather Bottle pub, in 
Cambridge Street, 
Wellingborough. But when 
the witness called the girl - 
who was with two friends - 
she laughed and ran off. 

The trail then went cold for 
years until 2004, when Eric 
thought he saw someone 
who might have been Jaime 
walking through Welling¬ 
borough market. But to his 
regret, he did not call out. 

In the years that followed 
the trail went cold again - 


but this time it remained so. 

In a fresh bid to finally 
track her down, Humberside 
Police last week launched a 
new appeal. 

Eric said: “I am happy to 
see they are appealing 
again,” he said. “It was a 
detective in Northampton 
who went to Grimsby last 
year to ask if they would be 
prepared to try and again, 
and now they are doing so. 

“I just hope we find her, as 
I think about her a lot. She 
means everything to me.”

Death of racer ‘a 
freak accident’

The father of a British 
IndyCar driver from 
Northampton who was 
fatally injured during a race 
in the US has described his 
son’s death as a ‘freak 
accident’. 

Justin Wilson, 37, was struck 
on the head by debris after a 
car in front of him crashed in 
the final rounds of the ABC 
Supply 500 at Pocono 
Raceway, in Pennsylvania, 
last August. 

Mr Wilson, who was born in 
Sheffield and lived in 
Northampton before moving 
to Colorado, was airlifted to a 
nearby hospital but died of 
his injuries 24 hours after the 
accident. 

At a brief inquest in the 
boardroom of Northampton 
General Hospital, coroner 
Anne Pember read a 
statement from Wilson’s 
father, Keith, who described 
the event as a ‘freak accident’. 

It said: “The car leading the 
race crashed and was driving 
at over 200mph. The driver 
was unhurt but debris from 
his car flew high into the air

and a large, heavy piece hit 
Justin on the head as he 
approached the scene of the 
accident. 

“Justin was unconscious, he 
was extracted from the car 
and rushed to hospital. He 
underwent surgery and was 
kept on a life support machine 
until the following day. The 
decision was then taken to 


switch off the machine and 
Justin was pronounced 
deceased. 

“Justin was a kind, caring 
and loving son who is sadly 
missed by all of his family 
and friends.” 

Mrs Pember then concluded 
that Wilson’s death was 
accidental. 

Wilson formerly raced in 
Formula One for the Minardi 
and Jaguar teams in 2003, 
and was competing for 
Andretti Autosport at the 
time of his death. 

He had driven in the US 
since 2004 and was making 
his 174th IndyCar start in the 
race during which he was 
struck by debris. 

He is survived by his wife 
Julia, who he married in 
December 2006, and their 
two young daughters. 

His funeral was held at St 
James The Great church in 
Paulerspury, Northants - near 
the Silverstone circuit where 
he used to race during his 
time at Formula One. 

It was attended by over 500 
mourners, including ex- 
Formula One drivers Mark 
Webber and Sir Jackie 
Stewart.

When you are a children's 
entertainer you have to sail 
the three C's: commitment, 
content and contact. 

This is the advice from chil¬ 
dren’s presenter, writer, 
producer and director, Iain 
Lauchlan who presented on 
BBC Playschool for nine years 
and was involved in the very 
successful Fingermouse 
series for the BBC, Playdays, 
Storytime and Fun Song 
Factory.

He said: “I feel it is some¬ 
thing I fell into.

Fiat’s trendy little 500 citycar may 
look little different but it’s been 
significantly improved. 

Outside, the only changes are a 
re-styled front grille and sleeker 
rear tail lights, but under the skin, 
the Italian brand claims that more 
than 1,800 modifications have 
been made. There are cleverer 
infotainment systems across the 
range, extra efficiency under 
the bonnet and more options in 
terms of personalisation. 

Fiat promise improvements to 
both ride and handling, though 
this will probably be of limited 
interest to the car’s urban-mind¬ 
ed audience. 

The petrol-only engine range 
is pretty familiar from before, 
which means that the entry level 
option is still a 1.2-litre naturally 
aspirated four cylinder petrol unit 
with 69PS. Cars fitted with this 
engine now receive bigger brakes 
to help safety and get the option 
of an ‘Eco’ package. Spend a little 
more and you can choose one 
of the two far more modern and 
efficient ‘TwinAir’ two cylinder 
turbocharged petrol powerplants. 

There’s a 95bhp 1.3-litre Mul¬ 
tijet engine option if you want it. 
Plus, as before, there are potent 
1.4-litre turbo petrol Abarth 
models on offer. 


Fiat would’ve been unwise to 
mess with the 500’s shape too 
much, so sensibly, they’ve kept 
exterior styling tweaks to the 
minimum with this improved 
model. Inside, the biggest change 
is the inclusion of ‘Uconnect’ in¬ 
fotainment systems on all models, 
although only the top ‘Lounge’ 
variant is fitted with a touch¬ 
screen as standard. 

Redesigned air vents flank the 
screen, leading to a much more 
integrated feel than you’d get in 
many more expensive cars. 

Drivers will also appreciate the 
smarter steering wheel with its 
chrome-plated switches. Plus, if 
they’re in a plush ‘Lounge’ model, 
they’ve the benefit of an optional 
7” TFT instrument cluster. The 
185-litre boot remains as before. 

To be honest, Fiat hasn’t needed 
to do a whole lot to retain this 
500 model’s popularity. 

It still looks great, it’s always 
been fun to drive and providing 
the pricing doesn’t get too 
ambitious, the market remains 
there for it. 

As for this updated version, 
the interior improvements are 
welcome as is the extra technol¬ 
ogy. And there are plenty of extra 
options for Fiat dealers to talk 
about in the showroom.

For the first time in Six 
Nations history, we know who 
the champions are with a full 
round of fixtures to spare as 
England claimed their first 
title in five years after a 
tumultuous weekend.

The Scots scored some 
excellent tries with Duncan 
Taylor’s individual effort and 
Tim Visser’s clincher, set up 
by a brilliant piece of skill by 
Stuart Hogg, delighting the 
home crowd. 

The weekend started with 
the most one-sided match of 
this year’s Championship as 
Ireland ran in nine tries in 
crushing a hopeless Italy 
58-15 at the Aviva Stadium.

Cobblers have 10 matches left to seal the deal 
in League Two and deservedly take the title 
crown after Saturday’s 1-1 draw against 
Cambridge United. 

Only a freak added-time U’s equaliser at 
Sixfields could deny Chris Wilder’s side victory 
in a match where Northampton bossed posses¬ 
sion and shots on target. 

Cambridge manager Shaun Derry celebrated 
James Spencer’s 91st minute goal like he’d won 
a seven-horse accumulator at the Cheltenham 
Festival. 

It seems taking a point from the Cobblers is a 
huge scalp and with opposition bosses rating 
Northampton so highly, now is the time for 
Town to believe in themselves and turn a 
14-point lead at the summit of League Two into 
silverware.

Marquis beyond the current 
campaign is on Wilder’s mind. 

He said: “It’s something we’re 
looking at. He did really well for 
Gillingham in League One and 
he’s contracted to a really good 
League One/Championship 
side. 

“He’s wanted to come out and 
play football and he’s doing 
himself no harm for us. 

“Medium and long term is 
looking at players we feel that 
will make our group better and 
John at the moment is and we’ll 


see where we are come the end 
of the season, but there’s no 
great rush for us to get stuff over 
the line just yet.” 

Wilder took Cambridge’s 
euphoric reaction to their late 
equaliser in last Saturday’s 1-1 
draw as a compliment, saying:

Ben Fail impresses on senior debut despite the short notice 


BOXING 


He only had four days to prepare for 
it, but Far Cotton ABC’s Ben Fail had a 
successful start to his senior career 
when he defeated Max Mudway in his 
hometown of Gloucester. 

Mudway’s original opponent had 
pulled out, leading to Far Cotton head 
coach John Daly being called and 
asked on Tuesday whether Fail or his 
twin brother Carl, who made his sen¬ 
ior England debut two weeks ago, 
could step in. 

Ben agreed to the 70kg bout, which 


took place last Saturday and was 
watched by 300 spectators, all cheer¬ 
ing on Mudway, in an atmosphere 
more like that of a British title bout. 

Competing without a head guard for 
the first time and boxing in a smaller 
ring than he was used to didn’t faze 
the 19-year-old, who gave one of the 
best displays of his fledgling career. 

With an excellent combination of 
shots to Mudway’s head and body, 

Fail dominated the fight and it was no 
surprise that he ran out victorious on 
a unanimous decision. 

Daly said: “We knew it was going to 


be a tough fight and we thought he 
[Mudway] must be a good kid to ask 
to fight someone of Ben or Carl’s 
quality. 

“I’d never seen such a small ring, 
which was supposed to do their kid a 
favour, but Ben was so relaxed he 
was smiling as he walked to the ring. 

“It was the best boxing display I’ve 
seen from Ben, it really was a special 
performance from him. I was saying 
at the time ‘I hope we don’t get 
robbed on the decision’ in their lad’s 
hometown, but thankfully the judges 
agreed with what we saw.”

Make or break for Saints

Northampton Saints captain Lee 
Dickson believes that with so many 
teams chasing a place in the 
Premiership's top four, every game 
is massive, starting with this 
Sunday’s trip to Exeter Chiefs. 

With six games of the regular 
season left, Saints are fourth in the 
table following last week’s 26-11 
victory over Sale Sharks, which 
moved them above Leicester Tigers. 

With the exception of the home 
game with Bath at the end of April, 
every league fixture between now 
and the end of the campaign is 
against sides also aiming to reach the 
play-offs, making for a narrow 
margin of error. 

Dickson said: “You can say every 
game is massive - one slip up, one 
loss and you’re out of the top four, so 
everywhere we go now for the next 
four or five weeks, leading up to the 
end games of the season, we have to 
win. 

“We have to take points away from 
home and it starts this weekend 
going down to Exeter, who are prob¬ 
ably the in-form team, especially at 
Sandy Park. 

“They’ve got a hell of a forward pack 
and exciting backs. It’s going to be a 
tough game but on recent records 
we’ve had quite a good time down 
there. We’ve got to make sure we 
front up and get ready for the week¬ 
end.” 

Exeter will go into the game as 
favourites as only league leaders 
Saracens have previously come away 
from Sandy Park victorious so far this 
season and, unlike Saints, have been 
challenging near the top of the table 
all year. 

Bizarrely, Northampton seem to 


perform better on the road when 
faced by teams higher up the table, 
with their current run of five wins in 
six matches including victories at 
Harlequins and Saracens. 

In contrast, they have come unstuck 
this season at Worcester, London 
Irish and Newcastle, the bottom 
three clubs in the Premiership, and 
Dickson believes playing as under¬ 
dogs this weekend suits them. 

He said: “We love being underdogs 
- I can think back to probably seven 
weeks ago, when people were writing 
us off thinking we were going to be a 
bottom-of-the-table-type team. 


“We live on that and people will 
write us off, but we’ll go about our 
business, we’ve got a tight group in 
that changing room. 

“As a squad, we’ll go about our busi¬ 
ness quietly and hopefully we’ll be 
on the right side of that top four come 
May. 

“Anything’s possible - we’ve just got 
to take it game by game and make 
sure that we’re in with a chance at 
the end.” 

Up to eight clubs still have a chance 
of finishing in the Premiership’s top 
four in what has been a cut-throat 
season that has proven the cliche that 


there are no easy games in the top 
flight of English rugby. 

With twists and turns guaranteed 
in the weeks ahead, Dickson said: 
“I’ve never known a season like this 
- everyone is beating everyone at the 
moment. You can’t switch off for two 
seconds because if you do you’ll 
concede points and lose games. 

“It doesn’t really matter that we’re 
heading to Exeter inside the top four. 
You can look at the table as much as 
you want, but we’ve just got to keep 
going game by game, keep playing 
well and make sure we do the right 
things at the right time.”

NATWEST SCHOOLS RUGBY 


The nerves of Northampton 
School for Boys (NSB) director of 
rugby Mark Lee were put 
through the wringer again as his 
side edged a tense NatWest 
Schools U18s Vase final 17-12 
against St Ambrose College. 

Having got through their semi¬ 
final against Bloxham School by 
scoring the first try of a 20-20 
draw, NSB were made to do it the 
hard way as they twice came 
from behind at Twickenham. 

After Joshua Arimoro’s try and 
Connor Tupai’s drop goal had 
put them five points ahead, Lee’s 
boys had to sustain a mountain 
of pressure in heroically holding 
on to their advantage. 

Lee said: “That last ten minutes 
felt like about four years. I think 
I’ve got to retire soon, I’ve been 
doing this for so long. 

“It was awful in the semi-final 
- it was that first try rule - and 
today it was awful and the last 
time I was here in the final 
[against Dulwich College in 
2013] it was a nail-biter. 

“I was hoping all the stress and 
pressure of cup rugby would 
have gone by the semi-final and 
that the final wouldn’t be quite 
as bad, but it was just as bad all 
the way through. 

“We didn’t start well and we 
were bullied off the ball at the 
breakdown, but we started to get 
some pattern and we started to 
get some continuity and I think 
we played most of the rugby in 
the second half.” 

Lee also thought the match was 
a great tribute to former NSB 
student Zac Forskitt, who died 
last Sunday, saying: “I think the 
minute’s silence would have 
affected the boys a little bit, but 
they wanted to do it.”

Northampton’s Deco 
Theatre turns 80 in May! 


HISTORY 

Originally The Savoy - a cinema-theatre that first 
opened its doors on May 2, 1936 - The Deco, as it is 
now known, has since hosted internationally famous 
names such as The Beatles and the Rolling Stones. 

More recently, bouncing back from a period of 
decline in the late 1990s, The Deco has become a 
popular local theatre, putting on acclaimed Panto 
each Christmas since 2009, and providing family 
entertainments shows throughout the year which 
attract audiences from the town, the county and 
beyond. 

When The Savoy first opened its doors on May 2,1936, 
it was described at the time as “Northampton’s only 
super Cinema”, and reported to be “the last word in 
comfort”. 

It was part of the ABC group, designed by their house 
architect WR Glen, and built in under nine months on 
the site of the original Technical College. From the 
opening night. The Savoy became a hugely popular 
venue, with a capacity for just under 2000 people, and 
designed both as a cinema and theatre, complete 
with an orchestra pit. 

In the 1950s it was renamed The ABC, in line with the 
group’s national branding, and became the local 
venue of choice for the top touring bands of the 1960s, 
with The Beatles playing twice in 1963, the Rolling 
Stones in 1965, and - infamously - PJ Proby in 1965, 
when he was arrested for splitting his trousers on stage! 



In 1974, it was converted to a three-screen cinema 
complex, and continued to thrive for some time. But 
by the turn of the 1990s - by now renamed Cannon 
Cinema - it struggled to compete with the modern 
multiscreen complexes, and finally closed its doors in 
1995. 

The building was derelict for five years, until in 2000 it 
was purchased by the Jesus Army Charitable Trust, to 
be converted to a church centre and multi-purpose 
venue, opening in October 2004 as The Deco and 
the Jesus Centre. The management began using the 
venue for theatrical productions, with Stage Right 
offering technical support, before the company took 
over the running of the theatre in 2009. 

The Deco has also established itself in the past seven 
years as one of Northampton’s top venues for hire, for 
hosting conferences, meetings, wedding receptions, 
parties and other social or corporate events. 

“We have fantastic facilities, and we have catered 
for a multitude of events,” said Jill Roach. “From 
Christmas parties to corporate away days, and much 
more. Basically, The Deco is a fantastic local facility, 
and I am proud of what it provides to Northampton, its 
growing reputation, and the variety of entertainment 
we are providing.” 

OUR JOURNEY 

“This has been a fantastic local facility since 1 936, and 
its 80 years deserve to be celebrated,” said Jill Roach, 
of Northampton based Stage Right Productions, that 
now runs it as The Deco Theatre. 

“We’re proud that it’s once again providing top class 
entertainment for the people of Northampton and 
around, and though it’s been hard work since we took 
over the running of The Deco seven years ago, it has 
been, and is, incredibly rewarding. ” 

“We originally provided technical support for the 
management of the theatre, but they offered us 
the opportunity to run it as a fully operational local 
theatre back in early 2009, and we couldn’t resist the 
challenge. ” 


“We put on the ‘Peter Pan’ Panto that year in three 
months, but we had great response from local people, 
both in their support for what we were doing, and for 
their verdict on the show, and we’ve gone from there, ” 
she said. “Last year’s Panto was fantastic, virtually 
selling out throughout the run, and the feedback was 
extremely positive and uplifting. ” 

“We’ve been on an incredible journey, and it’s been 
a great learning experience for us in many ways - 
indeed, we’re learning all the time, but that’s because 
we want to make sure that everyone who comes to The 
Deco finds it a pleasant and enjoyable experience.” 

“But we are proud that we are offering top class 
entertainment at affordable prices, so that an evening 
out at the theatre is something that everyone can 
enjoy.”
